Court rules Tommy Lattus 
incompetent to stand trial

January 23, underwent a 92-day 
extensive mental evaluation at 
KCPC in LaGrange, Ky. 

“I am going to find, at this 
time, pursuant to Dr. Johnson’s 
testimony that (Lattus) does not 
have the required mental capac¬ 
ity to participate rationally in his 
own defense and; therefore, he 
is not competent to stand trial, 
at this time,” stated Judge Lang¬ 
ford. “Based on the recommen¬ 
dation of KCPC Dr. Johnson the 
defendant will be released to 
restrictive alternative custody, 
which is involuntarily hospital¬ 
ization.” 

Judge Langford ordered Lattus 
be transported to Western State 
Hospital as soon as possible by 
the Fulton County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment. If and when he (Lat¬ 
tus) is released or is determined 
to be competent Judge Langford 
ordered him to be brought back 
to the Fulton County Detention 
Center to stand trial. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Mike Stacey and Defense At¬ 
torney Dennis Null both ques¬ 
tioned Dr. Johnson via a tele¬ 
conference by speakerphone 
during Tuesday’s hearing on his 
findings, which were detailed in 
a 25-page report. 

Dr. Johnson personally evalu¬ 
ated Lattus on five separate oc¬ 
casions during Lattus’ time at 
KCPC conducting tests and in¬ 
terviews. Dr. Lattus compiled 
his findings in the report after 
reviewing information provided

Still trying to get a clear pic¬ 
ture before deciding the future 
of dispatch for the City of Hick¬ 
man, Mayor David Lattus, City 
Manager Larry Myatt, Com¬ 
missioner Roger Adams, Hick¬ 
man Chief of Police Tony Gro¬ 
gan, and David Weatherly, met 
with Shari Clapp and Lt. Brent 
White with Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice (KSP) and Robin Wood of 
Wood Communications. The 


discussion, taking place on 
Tuesday, Aug. 21 at City Hall, 
lasted approximately two and a 
half hours. This was an informal 
discussion since Commissioners 
Charles Choate, Barbara Yandal 
and Phillip Williams were not 
able to attend. 

The City of Hickman has 
three choices. They can either 
stand alone as a dispatch center 
as they are now or they can opt 
to contract services through the 
county’s dispatch center or with 


KSP. 

During the Tuesday evening 
meeting Clapp with KSP and 
the Purchase Area Development 
District (PADD) 911 in the dis¬ 
trict answered questions from 
those present and also presented 
information on what KSP has to 
offer. 

“Most 911s are either main¬ 
tained locally by counties or 
municipalities and boards,” she 
said. “Only recently has the 
federal government become in¬ 
volved in 911. 

“In most 911 communities 
the 911 center needs a gigantic 
advance to continue efficiently 
handling today’s level of traffic 
and to handle tomorrow’s newer 
requirements including video, 
photo and texting and the abil¬ 
ity to transfer calls among com¬ 
munications centers. This proj¬ 


ect improvement is known as 
the Next Generation 911 (Next 
Gen 911),” she continued. “It 
is standardizing the underlying 
technology by using IP and In¬ 
ternet based communications 
creating a more centralized da¬ 
tabase of information to handle 
calls, interconnecting PSAPs to 
allow us to switch to distribute 
overfiow calls.” 

“Dispatching of yesterday is 
not going to be the dispatching 
of tomorrow,” added Clapp. “It 
is going to be very, very expen¬ 
sive and at all the conferences 
everyone said if you don’t have 
a dance partner now you bet¬ 
ter get one because it is going 
to be astronomically expensive 
where small stand alone dis¬ 
patch centers will have to com-

Now to CodeRED will offer 
Fulton County access to unique, 
web-based features that were 
not available with the previous 
provider.

Texas Roadhouse Rolls (Copycat Recipe) 

This recipe is very close to their rolls very delish

4 tsp. active dry yeast 1/2 c. sugar A 

1/2 c. warm water 2 quarts all purpose flour (7-8 cups) 

2 c. milk (scalded and cooled to lukewarm) 2 whole eggs 

3 Tbl. of melted butter, slightly cooled 2 tsp. salt 

Dissolve yeast in warm water with a teaspoon of sugar; let stand until frothy. 
Combine yeast mixture, milk, 1/2 cup sugar and enough flour to make a 
medium batter (about the consistency of pancake batter). Beat thoroughly. 
Add melted butter, eggs and salt. Beat well. Add enough flour to form a soft 
dough. Sprinkle a small amount of flour onto counter and let dough rest. 
Meanwhile, grease a large bowl. Knead dough until smooth and satiny and put 
in greased bowl; turn over to grease top. (I used the dough hook on my 
Kitchen-Aid to knead this for about 4-5 minutes). Cover and let rise in a warm 
place until double in bulk. Punch down. Turn out onto a floured board. 
Divide into portions for shaping; let rest 10 minutes. Shape dough into desired 
forms. Place on greased baking sheets. Let rise until doubled. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 10-15 minutes or until golden brown. Baste immedi¬ 
ately with butter. Yield: 5 to 6 dozen. Serve with Cinnamon Honey Butter. 

Cinnamon Honey Butter 

1 stick unsalted butter, room temperature 1/4 c. honey 

1/4 c. powdered sugar 1 tsp. ground cinnamon 

Whip the room temperature butter with whisk attachment for 30 seconds. Add powdered 
sugar, honey and cinnamon and beat until completely combined and very smooth. Scrape 
down sides of bowl and turn up speed and whip for a minute or two or until really light and 
fluffy. Yield: about 3/4 cup. 

Note: I don't actually measure the powdered sugar and honey, but I would say that I add 

\ right around 1/4 cup of each, maybe slightly more. Start with 1/4 cup, taste and add more 
if needed. You will love this stuff!

Ingredients 

1 cup butter, melted 

2 cups graham cracker crumbs 
2 cups Confectioner’s Sugar 


1 cup plus 4 Tbsp peanut butter 
1 Vi cups semi sweet chocolate chips

In a medium bowl, mix together the melted butter, graham 
cracker crumbs, confectioner’s sugar and 1 cup peanut butter 
until well blended. 

Press evenly into the bottom of an ungreased 13 x 9-inch pan. 

Mel the chocolate chips with the peanut butter in the micro- 
wave, stirring occasionally until smooth. 

Spread over the peanut butter layer. Refrigerate for at least 
one hour before cutting into squares.

now KSP is the only agency in 
the state that has all their dis¬ 
patchers EMD trained.” 

After discussing the new 
mandates on the horizon, Clapp 
also discussed the expense of 
upgrading CAD (computer aid¬ 
ed dispatch) systems and how 
the 911 board will decide how 
to distribute those funds to each 
county. If there are two dispatch 
centers in Fulton County, it is 
likely only one with receive 
funding from the 911 board. 

Many counties are making de¬ 
cisions on the future of their dis¬ 
patch centers now, even though 
it could be a few years before all 
the mandates are made official. 

Clapp reminded Hickman 
officials to put politics aside 
and do what is best for taxpay¬ 
ers. “Taxpayers don’t like you 
spending extra taxpayer money,” 
she said. After an initial start up 
cost of approximately $66,000 
and an estimated $46,230 per 
dispatcher, depending on call 
volume, the city could actually 
save enough funds to hire an¬ 
other police officer. They could 
also hire a secretary to work at 
the police department to provide 
services dispatchers are han¬ 
dling at this time. 

The City of Hickman is gather¬ 
ing as much information as pos¬ 
sible before making a decision 
on their next move as the county 
continues to work toward a start 
up date of October 1.

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to him from other physicians 
Lattus has come in contact with 
over the last ten years and other 
doctors and staff at KCPC.

There were a few 
tests that he did not and one 
where he didn’t complete. “He 
got up and left the room,” stated 
Dr. Johnson. “Another test he 
refused to do was a personality 
survey.” 

Stacy brought these items 
up stating that his refusal to do 
these tests or how well he did 
on them didn’t necessarily make 
him incompetent to stand trial. 

On June 18 and June 19 Dr. 
Johnson performed an evalua¬ 
tion of Lattus’ ability to stand 
trial and one of the things quot¬ 
ed in his report when he began 
questioning Lattus was the fol¬ 
lowing statement, “He was go¬ 
ing to end this.” After making 
that statement Lattus refused to 
answer any more of Dr. John¬ 
son’s questions and was ques¬ 
tioned again the next day. 

Stacy then brought up the 
fact that the report stated that 
Lattus had an understanding of 
the court proceedings and the 
role that everyone would have 
during a trial. “He did give ad¬ 
equate responses to questions 
about that,” stated Dr. Johnson. 

When Dr. Johnson asked Lat¬ 
tus what he was charged with he 
stated, “Murder,” and that was 
the end of the first day. 

“He voluntarily stated he took 
the life of a grandfather, father, 
a brother, and a friend,” con¬ 
tinued Stacy. “Is that correct?” 
and Dr. Johnson stated that was 
correct. This conversation took 
place on June 18 between Dr. 
Johnson and Lattus. 

Dr. Stacy continued with “He 


stated, T don’t want to be ex¬ 
cused for his death. I would like 
justice for this person’s family,’ 
is that correct?” Dr. Johnson 
stated, “Yes.” 

“When you got to the serious¬ 
ness of the murder charge was 
when he decided to stop answer¬ 
ing questions,” asked Stacy. 
Again Dr. Johnson agreed. 

It was the next day that Dr. 
Johnson tried to talk to Lattus 
again and he began giving an¬ 
swers that were full of religious 
content and wouldn’t give a di¬ 
rect answer. 

Stacy eluded that Lattus 
seemed to be able to answer 
questions about general court 
proceedings, but would only 
shut down when things became 
more problematic, making him 
competent to stand trial. 

Dr. Johnson didn’t agree with 
Stacy. 

Based on the conflicts stated 
by Dr. Johnson he stated that 
Lattus is “not currently compe¬ 
tent because of not being able 
to adequately participate in his 
defense in terms of his state of 
rational and his thinking and re¬ 
sponding to his attorney.” 

“I believe Mr. Lattus meets 
the full criteria for involuntary 


hospitalization according to 
statute 202A and I spelled out 
that he clearly remains mentally 
ill,” stated Dr. Johnson. 

Null agreed with Dr. Johnson 
about Lattus’ current inability 
to stand trial. He did, however, 
raise concern about Dr. Johnson 
possibly using the drug Clozaril, 
“drug of the last resort” to treat 
Lattus. Null noted some alterna¬ 
tive medications and asked for 
permission to have Dr. Bobby 
Miller, a doctor hired by the 
defense, examine Lattus during 
his time at Western State Hospi¬ 
tal during the next year. 

Null also believes “Lattus 
hasn’t received the treatment or 
medication he has needed over 
the years and that this indeed is 
a “Hickman Tragedy.”
